Female Soldiers of the Mammal Division. 
The New Yorkers are rather ahead of the 
West. We have done our part in recording 
the soldierly deeds and bearing (we use the 
word in its masculine tendency) of the West- 
ern female volunteers, but we knock under to 
one of the New York regiments, from the city 
of Gotham. The regiment belongs to the left 
wing of Hooker’s army, and a few days ago a 
corporal in that regiment gave birth to a fine 
boy. She has been in the military service two 
years, and even her messmates did not sus- 
pect her sex. She was sent, after perform- 
ing this extra duty of a corporal, to a 
hospital. Does the Government Intend to 
making lying-in hospitals an army institu- 
tion? Does the Corporal draw extra pay for 
training the young conscript? Suppose this 
baby Bheuld, during a battle, want its break- 
fast, what is to be done? Will any new mean- 
ing, in view of such matters as this, be attached 
to the military phrase, a Corporal s squad, or 
will there be any impropriety in occasionally 
spelling it a Corporal’s squall? W e hope that 
the revision board for the Army Regulations 
will attend to these “crying evils." 

A Fiendish Outrage.— We learn from the 
Evansville Journal that on the night of the 
34th ult. a band of outlaws, armed and dis- 
guised, went to the house of an aged and 
highly esteemed citizen of Union county, Ky., 
named Cowan, surrounded the bouse 30 that 
none could escape, dragged the old man from 
his bed and carried him off into the woods, 
ome two miles from the house. Here they 
stripped him and pinioned him to the ground, 
and with hickory withes proceeded to lacerate 
him until his body was one mass of wounds 
and blood. They then turned him on 
his back and struck him across the abdo- 
men, causing him serious injury. After hav- 
ing thus gratified their devilish malignity they 
left him helpless and alone in the woods. The 
crime of this old man was that he adhered to 
his Government, and was suspected of having 
given information to the Union soldiers in re- 
lation to the movements of the guerillas. The 
incarnate fiends who perpetrated this savage 
outrage are supposed to have been composed 
of citizens and guerillas. The facts have been 
properly presented to Gen. Boyle by Col. Fos- 
ter, and every effort will be made to discover 
the villains and bring them to condign pun- 
ishment. 

A Dan»brod8 Article. — Fire and water are 
good servants but bad masters, and the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer says petroleum may be set 
down in the same category. It is a valuable 
product, and is adding largely to the wealth 
of the State of Pennsylvania as a new article 
of merchandise. But we must be careful that 
It does not become a dangerous master, and 
unless our citizens are on their guard that 
will certainly be the case. It takes fire at a 
very low temperature, and the fire, once start- 
ed, is almost inextinguishable by water. Un- 
der the intense heat generated by its combus- 
tion, the vessels in which it is contained either 
burst or are consumed, and the liquid flame 
spreads in all directions, carrying destruction 
with it as it flows along. We have seen it on 
- fire, and have seen the burning ship which 
contained it submerged, and notwithstanding 
that, the flames continued to burst up through 
the water for hours and hours after any other 
fire would have been utterly washed out. We 
have seen it literally “set the river on fire. ’ 

All this has demonstrated that the utmost 
circumspection should be used in providing 
for the storage of petroleum. It should never 
be permitted to enter a city in large quantities, 
and when stored in the neighborhood of a 
city It should always be at so great a distance 
from the suburbs that it cannot, by any pos- 
sibility, flow into the city, or on to any other 
property, in case the containing casks are 
bursted by fire or any other accident. It is 
not enough to say that the stores shall be kept 
apart fiom all other building, for unless care 
is taken to prevent it from flowing aloDg the 
roads or the streets, when it once escapes from 
the storehouses, it may set fire to property a 
mile off. 

An Honest Soldier. — John Mohr, company 
E, 5th Kentucky Infantry, now at Barracks 
No. 1, on light duty, has set an example to the 
men in the employ of Uncle Sam which many 
of them would do well to emulate. On the 
last pay-day, John received SI" : more than 
ras due to him, notwithstanding the payment 
was correct according to his descriptive and 
muster rolls. He insisted that he had been 
overpaid, but failed to convince the paymas- 
ter, until he brought proof that a payment 
made two months previous had not been en 
tered against him. Upon investigation, it was 
ascertained that his statement was correct 
and the paymaster awarded him $5 for his 
honesty. The case of this poor soldier should 
cause the blush of shame to suffuse the cheeks 
of all who have in any manner defrauded the 
Government. He had every opportunity to 
pocket the money, and it would never have 
been discovered, but his heart was too large to 
he guilty of such a crime. John is highly de- 
serving of promotion for his honesty. Aside 
from this virtue, he is said to be an excellent 
soldier and has seen hard service.

The SbcedBrs on Secession. — The rebel 
Senate has passed a bill for organizing a Su- 
preme Court which recognizes the judiciary of 
the respective States as the ultimate resort for 
all actions within their limits, except those 
which relate to the general agency in its con- 
nection with foreign Governments. This is 
one application of the doctrine of secession 
But it seems these was a great want of unan- 
imity in adopting it, and the action of the 
House is still unaertain.

Some twenty-fi ve or thirty speeches were 
made during the debate, but they have not 
been published — .Icarcely glanced at by the 
Richmond press.

On the cars of the weather- 
beaten and war-worn soldiers who dropped 
into the lobby, on their return to camps, it 
must have sounded with a perplexing disso- 
nance; since they had thought proper at one 
time to stake their fortunes, nay their lives, 
on an abstract principle^ the preservation of 
which they innocently believed was worth the 
venture.

Rebel Gen. Hill Reported Killed! 

Gen. Hooker’s Headquarters Burned! 

Still Later from Fredericksburg! 

Rebel Works Gallantly Carried! 

The Stars and Stripes Float over the 
Rebel Stronghold! 

The Enemy Repulsed at all Points 
with Great Slaughter! 

New York, May 5. 

The Times and Heraldcontain long and in- 
teresting accounts of the proceedings of Hook- 
er’s army. The Times’ correspondent states 
that after three days’ skirmishingon both sides 
the rebels on Saturday, P. M., attacked our 
right flank. Jackson with his whole corps cf 
40,000 men throwing himself impetuously on 
Howard’s 11th corps. But the movement was 
only partially successful, and reinforcements 
being promptly sent by Hooker, the rebels 
were handsomely checked. Howard’s corps 
consisted of Schurz's, Steinwehr’s, and Dixen’s 
divisions. The Times’ correspondent states 
that this corps disgracefully abandoned their 
position behind their breastworks, and rushed 
panic-stricken towards Headquarters. Our 
right was thus completely turned, and the 
rebels in a fair way of doubling us up. 

Hooker was immediately in the saddle and 
turning to the commander of his own old 
corps, “Berry,” shouted the General, “throw 
your men into the breach, receive the enemy 
on your bayonets; don’t fire a shot; they can't 
see you.” They rushed gloriously at double 
quick to the rescue, pressing forward a horrid 
array of glittering steel. The enemy were 
checked, and retired to the breastworks just 
abandoned by Howard. 

Batteries were immediately massed on the 
crest of a hill, pouring in a terrific fire until 
far into the night. General Pleasanton also 
checked a flying battery of a dozen pieces and 
drew up his little brigade with drawn sabres 
to protect the guns. He bad them double- 
shotted with cannister, and swept the enemy’s 
position murderously. 

In this charge of the rebels they took from 
the cowardly Dutchmen, as the Times’ corres- 
pondent styles them, twelve pieces of cannon. 
The Germans fled past Hooker’s headquarters 
in a panic, many members of the staff with 
pistols and sabres vainly endeavoring to stay 
their flight Sykes’ regulars are picking them 
up. The artillery combat continqed fiercely 
till midnight. . „ 

llooker and staff were all the time under 
the severest fire. 

Another correspondent; 'dating on Sunday 
evening, Bays It was reported from Howard's 
front that the rebels had been engaged all of 
Friday night in cutting a road past his right, 
but not much attention was paid to the fact. 

On the afternoon of Saturday it was report- 
ed by pickets on the right or Slocum’s front 
that wagons were seen moving all day in a 
westerly direction. Sickles, with n heavy 
force, was sent to reconnoitre, when the ad- 
vance fell in with the rear of Jackson's army. 
Sickles immediately pushed on to checkmate 
Jackson, and soon captured the entire 23d 
Georgia regiment, 400 men, including offi- 
cers. 

This movement of Sickles cut Jackson's 
force In two, and General Williams com- 
menced a flank movement on the enemy’s 
right with good prospects of success. 

It was supposed that Howard’s corps, for- 
merly Sigel s, would successfully resist Jack- 
son's movement, but the first division assailed, 
Carl Schurz’s, almost instantly gave way, thou- 
sands throwing down their guns and stream- 
ing towards headquarters. 

Gen. Devin’s division, by the demoralization 
Of others, was unable to stand against the 
rebels, ’and Devin was a second time wounded 
in the foot whileendeavoring to rally his men. 
Howard with all his daring and resolution 
could Dot stem the tide, and the brigades of 
Cols. Bush, Beck, and McLean remained fight- 
ing as long as possible, retiring in good order. 

Of course this disaster compelled the recall 
of Sickles, who had been vigorously at work. 
Gen. Williams' division returned to find a 
portion of his works occupied by the enemy. 

Sickles could not communicate with his 
army by the route he came, and Hooker or- 
dered a nightattack to restorecommnnication. 
Ward’s brigade, aided bv Best’s battery, made 
the attack at eleven o'clock at night, which 
was entirely successful, and in a charge made 
by the brigade a portion of the artillery lost 
by Howard wgg gallantly retaken. The ene- 
my were dyveu back nearly a mile that night. 

On Saturday night our men slept on their 
arras. 

On Sunday, at 6 in the morning, the rebels 
could be plainly sequ on the plank road, about 
a mile and a half from Hooker’s headquarters 
at Chancellor. House, which house had been 
penetrated the evening previous by a shell. 
Our line of battle was immediately formed, 
and in half an hour our advance became en- 
gaged. Soon after, battalion after battalion 
became engaged, the enemy advancing his 
infantry in overwhelming numbers, seeming 
determined to crush ours. Sickles’ and Slo- 
cum's brave men, however, held them in 
check, inflicting dreadful slaughter upon 
them. French’s division was sent in our 
right flank and soon crushed that portion of 
the enemy’s line, and qt 8 o’clock French 3ent 
his compliments tojjeu. Hooker, stating that 
he had charged the rebels and was driving 
them before him. 

Five whole rebel divisions were thrown up- 
on Sickles, but be aiQ$ his gallant soldiers held 
the traitors in check, -taking during the day 
an aggregate of 2,000 prisoners. 

The fight was a desperate hand-to-hand con- 
flict, and the carnage was perfectly frightful. 
Officers say that dead and wounded rebels cov- 
ered the ground iu heaps. The rebels literally 
throwing themselves upon the muzzles of our 
guns. Mott's brigade mado fifteen distinct 
charges, and captured seven stands of rebel 
colors. The 7th New York alone captured four 
stands of colors and 500 prisoners. Part of 
Couch’s 2d corps was present, Hancock gal- 
lantly going to the relief of the hard pressed 
Sickles. 

The engagement lasted from 5.30 to 8.45 
A. M , when, being out of ammunition, our 
forces held their position for an hour at the 
oint of the bayonet. Upon being resupplied 
they fell back in good order to Chancellor 
house, where thSconte3t was again maintained 
with great havoc to the enemy, and considera- 
ble loss to ourselves. The vicinity of Chan- 
cellor house is now the theatre of the tight, 
and Hooker maintained his headquarters 
there till 10 o’clock, when it was burned by a 
rebel shell. Meantime Hooker established a 
new line of forces withdrawn to that front, 
and at 11.30 the musketry firing ceased. 

The engagement lasted six hours and was 
the most terrific of the war. Our artillery liter- 
ally slaughtered the enemy. Many of our 
batteries lost heavily, but the guns were all 
saved. The enemy is now no longer in our 
rear, but directly in our front, between us and 
our forces in Fredericksburg. We occupy a- 
fortified position. The enemy gained some 
ground, but at the sacrifice of five of his seven 
divisions. 

On Sunday afternoon the rebels made sev- 
eral attempts to force our lines. Several of 
bis batteries and regiments being actually de- 
stroyed in attempts to carry the apex of our 
position near Chancellor House, where a large 
quantity of our artillery is massed. Our 
present position is impregnable. 

Gen. Lee ordered that our lines must be 
broken at all hazards, but the rebels will only 
destroy themselves by their attacks. 

Our troops are perfectly cool aud confident. 
The rebel Gen. Hill is reported killed. Gen. 
Berry was killed while leading his brave men. 

Among the killed and wounded are Major- 
General Berry, killed; Gen. Devins, of Mass., 
wounded in the foot; Gen. Mott, wounded in 
two places; Lieut, Col. Scott, 3d Wisconsin, 
killed; Captain Temple, 2d Regulars, killed; 
Lieut. Crosby, 4th Regular battery, killed. 
Also, a large number of field and company 
officers were killed and wounded, mostly of 
New York and Pennsylvania regiments. 

A Falmouth letter,; dated Sunday, 10 P. M., 
slates that Sedgewick attacked the heights oi 
F redencksburg and gallantly carried them by 


storm, capturing the 16th and 18th Mississippi 
regiments and one company of the New Or- 
leans Washington artillery of eight guns, and 
over a thousand prisoners. 

Gen. Gibbon planted the stars and stripes 
over the rebel works. Our loss is moderate. 

Sedgwick afterwards drove the rebels back, 
and at 6 P. M. ou Sunday bail advanced to the 
brick church, four and a h ilt miles towards 
Cbancellorvilie, on the plankroad. There he 
had a severe fight with Earl's rebel division, 
reinforced by Lee, but repulsed thorn, taking a 
lot of provisions. 

The enemy is now hemmed in between 
Hooker and Sedgwick. The advantage is 
decidedly with ns. 

The Herald says our loss in storming the 
heights at Fredericksburg is about 1,000 killed 
and wounded. 

The World’s correspondent says the battle 
was resumed on Monday, and was a most des- 
perate affair. 

The rebels madp a series of superhuman at- 
tacks at all points, but were repulsed with 
terrific slaughter. 

Our forces have destroyed the bridges in the 
rear of the rebels, across the Mattaposa, thus 
completely cutting off all retreat to Richmond. 

Gen. Sickles is reported killed, but it is not 
credited. 

San Francisco, May 4. 

The rush of miners to the Washoe mines 
still continues. 

The sheep-shearing season in this State has 
nearly passed. The clip is great and an im- 
provement over previous years both in quanti- 
ty and quality. 

At latest dates business was dull in Oregon 
The merchants there expected immense emi- 
gration from California this Bpring, but have 
been disappointed, the new mines of Nevada, 
Colorado, and Western Mexico having attract- 
ed emigrants from Oregon. 

Cincinnati, May 5. 

Vallandigham was arrested at his residence 
in Dayton between 1 and 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing by a detachment of United States soldiers 
from this city. The soldiers were obliged to 
batter dowu two or three doors before they 
could reach his room. His friends had the fire 
bells rung and an attempt was made to rally a 
force for his rescue, but it could not be obtain- 
ed in time. There is a good deal ot talk on 
tho streets in Dayton this morning, but not 
much excitement. Vallandigham was brought 
to this city. 

Lockfort, N. Y., May 5. 

A fire this morning consumed Alexander’s 
block, on Main street. The office of the Jour- 
nal and Courier wa3 entirely destroyed. Total 
loss about $45,000. The Journal and Courier 
will be suspended a few days.

[Correspondence of the Louisville Journal.] 

THE AFFAIR AT MCMINNVILLE. 
Mcbkreesboro, Tens., May 1, 1863. 

I have just returned with the expedition 
sent out on the 20th ult., under 6en. Reynolds, 
to operate against McMinnville, ami to scour 
the country between that place and Lebanon. 
The work which it was the object of the ex- 
pedition to accomplish was completed in a 
thorough and satisfactory manner. Before 
daybreak on the morning of the 20th ult. the 
division of Gen. Reynolds, ever prompt in 
preparation and vigorous in execution, took 
up the line of march in the direction of Wood- 
bury. During the forenoon of the same day 
the mounted infantry brigade of Col. Wilder, 
together with Gen. Wagner’s brigade from 
Geq. Brannan’s division, fifteen hundred cav- 
alry under one of our moat brilliant cavalry- 
men, Col. Minty, and one hundred picked 
men from the 2d Kentucky Cavalry, under the 
leadership of Capt. Wickliffe, followed and 
came up with the infantry at Readvyille, 
where ths whole force encamped for the night. 

Your correspondent, much to his gratifica- 
tiou and bodily comfort, enjoyed, at the invi- 
tation of Capt. Rockingham and Lieut. Mc- 
Graw, two estimable gentlemen, whose hospi- 
tality and bravery, often tested and as often 
established, are in keeping with the character 
of tile State they bail from, a sumptuous meal 
and refreshing rest in the camp of the 6th 
Kentucky. The plan of the expedition was 
here made known to the several commanders, 
and each entrusted with the work they were 
severally expected to perform. To the detach- 
ment from the 2d Kentucky Cavalry, under 
Capt Wickliffe, -was assigned a duty which, 
though a hazardous and arduous task, could 
have been accomplished, and, if satisfactorily 
executed, would have rendered those engaged 
famous in history. I regret to say that some 
unfortunate circumstance deterred the com- 
pany, and the important service set apart for 
it failed of performance, f doubt not thv be- 
fore many days some enterprising and daring 
oommauder, followed by men of unswerving 
fortitude, will yet accomplish the work, and 
hence 1 refrain from making public the design. 

At 2 o’clock in the meruing, Col. Wilder, in 
command of the whole mounted force, and a 
most enterprising and daring officer, led off in 
the direction of Woodbury, followed at 4 
o'clock by the entire force of infantry under 
Gen. Reynolds. At Woodbury the mounted 
threes under Col. tV ilder, composed of the 
98th Illinois, 17th, 72d. and 75th Indiana regi- 
ments of infantry, 1,500 cavalry under Col. 
Minty, and detachments from the 7th Pennsyl- 
vania and 2d Kentucky cavalry, supported by 
Capt. Lilley’s 18th Indiana battery of six 
rifled Parrotts and four mountain howitzers, 
defiling to the right, moved off on the Jacks- 
boro aud Woodbury road, leading to the rail- 
road between Tullaboma and McMinnville. 
The infantry, nnderGen. Reynolds, consisting 
of Col. Half s, Col. Starkweather's, and Gen. 
Wagner's brigades, supported respectively by 
the 19th Indiana battery, under Capt. Harris, 
one of the most accurate and efficient gunners 
in the service, Capt. Bush’s 4th Indiana bat- 
tery, and the 10th Indiana, commanded by 
Capt. Cox, pushed forward on the pike as rap- 
idly as possible toward McMinnville. 

Leaving Woodbury.the road winds up along 
chain of declivitous mountains, aud thu fecent 
of the array, retarded by the slow move- 
menis of the train of heavily ladened wagons, 
was slow and tedious. As we leisurely climb- 
ed the mountain the scouts discovered in the 
woods covering the side of the mountain op- 
posite and about two miles distant a body of 
cavalry, supposed to bo the enemy’s, qu otly 
watching our movements. 

Field glasses were called into requisition, 
and on inspection the force proved to be some 
of Wilder’s men who had halted on the moun- 
tain’s side enchanted by the 6plendor of the 
display. There were no trees lining the road 
to obstruct the view ; no abrupt curves nor 
ravines to make gaps in that glittering column 
of bayonets. From crest to base and as far 
hack in the valley as we could see the line of 
march was unbroken. It was a grand and 
imposing pageant. This continuous chain of 
regiments toiling 6lowly up the mountain side, 
their burnished arms glittering in the rays ot 
an ardent sun, and elegant banners floating 
proudly above the bayonets that seemed to 
support them was enough to excite tho admi- 
ration and chaiu the attention of any one who 
is capable of one sentiment of patriotic pride. 
Reaching the crest of the mountain and look- 
ing in the direction taken by the forces 
of Colonel Wilder the smoke" of a burn- 
ing building curling above the tree tops told 
the business of the mounted force we had seen 
on the hill-side. It was a detachment sent to 
destroy the property of a notorious guerilla. 
The view from the spur of the mountains to 
which we had climed was truly beautiful. It 
wac a clear, calm morning, and away off iu 
the distance, -thirteen miles away, Fort Tran- 
sient was plainly visible. At our feet lay a 
rich and fertile valley, scarcely one third ot 
it now in cultivation, aud watered by a beau- 
tiful stream of dear, crystal water from the 
mountains. The people through this region 
ate in the condition of the incredulous and 
doubling old fellow who prayed: “Good 
Lord — Good Devil.” One army hardly pass- 
es until another comes along, both demand- 
ing an expression of sentiment, and both ea- 
ger and ready to plunder in case the answer 
is not satisfactory. The consequence is that 
the people have concluded, in imitation of the 
Pennsylvania Justice, after hearing the spe- 
cious arguments of ihe counsel, that “both 
parties are right.” It is impossible to de- 
termine, by questioning the citizens, who 
are really rebels in sympathy and who 
loyal. My own opinion is that a large 
proportion of the poorer classes are strongly 
in sympathy with the Union cause, 
and that a majority of those citizens who 
still cling to the hope of “Southern in- 
dependence” are rapidly losing confidence in 
the ability of the South to continue the war, 
and would be glad to settle the difficulty, if an 
arrangement could be effected, on almost any 
basis whatever. About ten miles this side of 
McMinnville our advanced guard came upon 
the rebel pickets and exchanged shots, the 
latter retreating down the pike. From this 
point, for about four miles, our skirmishers 
drove the enemy s pickets, both parties keep- 
ing up a desultory fire until we came upon a 
rebel camp of 200 or 300 cavalry from Mor- 
gan’s command. Their fires were still blazing 
and rations being prepared for cooking were 
scattered about the fires. The rebels pow dis- 
appeared in the thickets and contented them- 
selves with watching our movements; the 
greater portion of their cavalry retreating pre- 
cipitately toward McMinnville. Fearing that 
the cavalry were but the advanced guard of a 
larger force lying in wait among the glades 
and thickets, a heavier force of skirmishers 
was thrown out, and, the column advancing a 
half mile, we took up a position at Glasscock’s, 
a locality that commands the country adjacent 
and the main road. 

Col. Hall’s brigade held the advance. The 
19th Indiana battery took position iu the road 
at the top of the eminence, while the infantry 
formed lines of battle in the fields to the right 
and left. A heavy force ot skirmishers from 
the 101st Indiana and 121st Ohio were de- 
ployed on either Hank, and the column await- 
ed news from Col. Wilder. 

Following the Jacksboro road a short dis- 
tance, Col. Wilder despatched a competent 
force of 500 men, under Col. Long, accom- 
panied by the 2d Kentucky cavalry, to Mor- 
rison’s sta'ion, with orders to capture the train 
out from Tullahoma, destroy the train and 
bridges, and hurry forward to McMinnville. 
Arriving in tho vicinity ot Morrison's station 
our forces came upon the rebel pickets, nearly 
all of whom were captured. Those escaping 
concealed themselves in the thickets lining 
the road on either side, and as the train came 
steaming along signalled to the engineer, who 
immediately whistled down the brakes and in 
plain view of our forces in concealment along 
the road put back to Tullahoma. The game 
flown, Colonel Long began the work of 
demolition. A small squad was detailed to 
go down the road toward Manchester, 
burn .the bridges and trestle work, blow up 
the culverts, and obstruct the road in every 
possible shape. The work was performed ac- 
cording to directions and carried forward to 
within four miles of Manchester. The main 
force, moving toward McMinnville, came upon 
ihe train that had just left that place for Tul- 
laboma, with quite a large number of soldiers 
and prominent officers belonging to Bragg's 
army. Apprised beforehand of the advance 
of the infantry toward McMinnville, and find- 
ing the wires cut, indicating the presence of a 
force in front as well as rear, the engineer 
and passengers abaudoued the train and fled 
to the woods. Our cavalry destroyed the 
train, continued the destruction of bridges, 
and pressed rapidly forward to the town. 
Col. Wilder, with the other column, left the 
main road, and picking a difficult path through 
the rugged barrens, by a circuitous detour, 
steered clear of the rebel pickets thrown out 
by the regiment on guard in the vicinity of 
McMinnville, and at 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon, after a forced march of 32 miles, by a 
coup de main, dashed into the town at full 
gallop, the 7th Pennsylvania Cavalry holding 
the advance. 

The force in possession, numnering one hun- 
dred and fifly-faur, surrendered with but little 
resistance. Morgan, mounting a splendid 
animal, noted in that eection for fleetness, 
dashed up the road, and was closely followed 
by a Federal cavalryman with drawn sabre. 
Finding himself more closely followed than 
was consistent with his idea of safety, he 
darted into a by-path that wound through a 
cedar glade, covering the hillside, and made 
good his escape. Dick McCann, his famous 
coadjutor, only of a deeper hue of rascality, 
was endeavoring to escape in the same manner 
when a couple of well aimed sabre cuts, ma- 
terially disfiguring his physiognomy, brought 
him to the ground and forced from him what 
be had boasungly sworn he would rather die 


than yield to any d — d Yankee — a surrender 
of his sword. 

During the night, through the negligence of 
the guards plved over the prisoners, Dick 
McCann escaped. On discovering that be had 
eluded their vigilance, they artfully ga*e ont 
in’mysterions and unintelligible hints that 
Dick, poor fellow, had suffered a visitation of 
their wrath during the night, and that his body, 
in atonement for the untimely haste in which 
his soul, with all its sins upon it, had been 
committed te the /ires of Hades, had been put 
to cool in the mill-pond near by. Notwith- 
standing vu morons statements to the contrary, 
from the conversation I held with the prison- 
ers, and with the soldiers who made the cap- 
ture, 1 am satisfied that Dick McCann has not 
yet finished his career on terra firma. During 
the afternoon of the day on which Colonel 
Wilder entered McMinnville, he burned the 
eotton factory and 200 bales of cotton, the 
depot containing 30,000 pound’ of hacon, and 
a considerable quantity of medical stores, sev- 
eral hogsheads of sugar, and a large amount 
of rice. He also burned the machine shop, 
car shop, round house, and other buildings 
used by the Railroad Company, and a splendid 
grist mill. 

Gen. Reynolds still held his position where 
he had halted and formed lines of battle. 
From his headquarters, six miles distant, near 
the boundary of a fertile valley and at the 
base of what seemed the terminus of a range 
of high mountains covered with green forests, 
we could see where McMinnville lay. We 
had halted hut a lew minutes when huge col 
umns of black smoke curling above the burn- 
ing buildings, and plainly visible against a 
clear blue horizon, told before the messenger 
arrived of Wilder’s success. 

In fact, we have almost begun to regard 
Wilder ns either a favorite of Fortune or per- 
fectly impregnable to disaster. Anything that 
he undertakes is carried forward with energy 
and promptness. He fails in nothing because 
preparation is made in advance to insure suc- 
cess. Too laurels that lie is reaping are only 
those that our cavalry have neglected to 
pluck, and unless our cavalrymen look well to 
their laurels, Wilder with his mounted infant- 
ry will earn a celebrity before which theirs will 
be forgotten. Injustice to the cavalry, how- 
ever, I must say that for some time their op- 
portunities hare been necessarily abridged by 
the scarcity of horses. 

Colonel Wilder, collecting his forces and 
notifying General Reynolds of his advance, 
hurried forward to Smilhville, a distance of 
thirty miles, to cut off the retreat of the forces 
of General Wheeler, supposed to be hemmed 
iu between him and General Reynolds. The 
latter, leaving McMinnville to tho right, fol- 
lowed a serpentine mud road through the 
flats iu the direction of Beckwith, where he 
expected again to join Colonel Wilder. 

Tho heavy storms nnd bad roads impeded 
the progress of the infantry and we encamped 
in the woods again, fourmiles from Beckwith. 
During the night a supply train, under convoy 
of the 101st Indiana, was taken to Beckwith 
for the use of the mounted infantry that had 
travelled all day without provisions. In the 
morning Col. Wilder was again iu pursuit of the 
retreating rebels. Gen. Crook, at Carthage, 
was advised of the position of affairs and ex- 
pected to intercept the retreat by moving up 
to Alexandria. Unfortunately lie moved a 
day too late, and the rebels, relreating by way 
of Lancaster across Caney River at Saddler s 
Ford, escaped to the Cumberland mountains. 

Passing through Liberty, our forces fired a 
storehouse belonging to a prominent sympa- 
thizer with the rebellion, aud the outhouses 
belonging to another who has lately joined the 
rebel army, and destroyed also a large grist 
mill. 

We brought in about 100 refugee families, 
and about 100 contrabands. We also captured 
400 splendid horses and mules, and 120 wagon 
loads of forage. 

The report in camp is that Breckinridge and 
Wheeler have advanced and occupied Snow 
Hill in large force. QUILL.

gfegr The accounts by telegraph of the great 
battle between the armies of Hooker and Lee 
on or near the southern bank of the Rappa- 
hannock will attract everybody’s attention. 

It appears to have been a tremendous conflict, 
and is spoken of as the most terrible of the 
war, though others hare been exceedingly 
terrible. 

We must of course await further informa- 
tion before we can know whether the Federal 
or rebel torces have gained the final victory in 
this fearful strife. Both parties, itappears, suc- 
cessively achieved important advantages, but, if 
the statement which seems to be the latest is 
true, the success, at the hour of its date, 
was very strongly on the Federal side. If it 
is true, as stated in a Falmouth despatch dated 
at 10 o’clock on Sunday night, that General 
Sedgwick carried the heights of Fredericks- 
burg by storm', capturing eight pieces of artil- 
lery and over a thousand prisoners; that he 
advanced thence four and a half miles, and, 
after a severe fight with Earl’s rebel di- 
vision, repulsed them although the latter were 
reinforced by Lee; that the rebels were cut off 
from all retreat to Richmond by the destruc- 
tion of bridges and hemmed in between 
Sedgwick and Hooker; and that, as stated by 
the New York World's correspondent, the bat- 
tle was resumed on Monday and most despe- 
rately contested, the rebels making a series 
of almost superhuman attacks at all points 
and being repulsed with terrific slaughter 
— if all this or most of it is true, further and 
still more glorious news is no doubt in store 
for us. But we caution our readers not to be 
too sanguine. Perhaps the third page of to- 
day’s Journal may tell the whole story. 

A large portion of our army are represented 
as having fought like lions and tigers and 
achieved prodigies of desperate valor; but 
another and a very considerable portion are 
reported to have utterly disgraced themselves — 
to have run like sheep or hounds or hares. 
All honor to the brave, all shame to the dastards. 
But we must not make up our minds hastily. 
Telegraphic reports, especially the first re- 
ceive* ».iW the occurrence of exciting events, 
are notoriously unreliable. We should not 
decide that any officers or soldiera are cowards 
till they are proved to be so, but every proved 
coward in the army deserves to be shot or 
hung. 

Whilst such thrilling news is comiDg fiom 
the Rappahannock, the busy and ominous 
notes of preparation are sounding upon our 
ears from Tennessee. Johnston's very large 
army has made important advances within the 
last few days, and, although we do not believe 
that he will venture to attack Rosecrans in the 
latter’s position, we do not think that the two 
armies can for any length of time remain so 
close together as they now are without the. 
shock of battle, for we know and have long 
known how fiercely impatient they both are 
for it. We pray that the rebels may be the 
assailing party, for we don't want them to 
have the immense advantage of their fortifica- 
tions. Gen. Johnston is an able and even a 
great military man, and such an army as he 
has, led by 6ijch a General as he is known to 
be, is beyond all question exceedingly formid- 
able. We are confident that the thunder of 
conflict will be heard from the neighborhood 
of Murfreesboro within the next few days. 

At the same time millions of eyes and ears 
are turned toward Vicksburg. According 
to all the statements lately received from that 
point and near it, matters there were rapidly 
tending to an issue. Gen. Grant, after getting 
below the city with his gunboats and trans- 
ports, was about moving vigorously to attack 
the rebel fortifications in the rear, or at least 
to cut the rebel army off from the Jackson 
railroad, the only important medium of com- 
munication and supply left to it; and the 
rebels, who were very powerful in numbers, 
and whose preparations had been going on for 
months, and were still going on, were burning 
for the struggle. We have reason to know 
that the Federal officers declared themselves 
strongly confident, whilst the rebel officers 
professed themselves literally certain of vic- 
tory. 

Thus the conflicting fortunes of the Union 
and of the rebellion seem to be coming to a 
crisis in all directions. The aspect of events 
is about to undergo a vast change, but, 
whether for the better or the worse, mortal 
man knows not, and it would be idle to throw 
out conjectures where all so soon will be a 
certainty. 

teg~ Our forces near Charleston give signs 
of preparation for another attack upon that 
port The indications are that the next attack 
will be made by our land and naval forces in 
conjunction with each Bther. It doesn't seem 
to us however that the land forces can accom- 
plish much in the case. Gen. Beauregard has 
a great army for the defence of the city, a much 
greater one, according to all reports, than we 
have for attack, and the whole of his army 
or nearly the whole of it could be employed 
to withstand the Federal troops. Certainly 
not more than seven or eight thousand of bis 
men would be needed fo manage his forts and 
batteries intended for resistance to our 
iron-clads; and the powerful fortifications 
erected by him for repelling any land attack 
are entirely separate from those. His force 
engaged in the late battle could direct their 
entire attention to our naval craft, whilst his 
main army of probably forty thousand men. 
entrenched within works that have been 
deemed impregnable, could direct their exclu- 
sive effort of beating back our gallant soldiers 

We were by no means confident before of 
the success of our iron-clads at Charleston, 
and we are not confident of it now. No 
doubt they have been materially strengthened 
where the late horrible fire Irom three hundred 
vast guns showed defects to exist in their 
structure; but we are not prepared to believe 
that they can batter down and silence the 
Charleston forts and batteries. In their battle 
the other day they stood the infernal concen- 
tric fire half an hour, and very possibly in the 
next they may stand it an hour or even more, 
but we fear they will have to retire, such of 
them as can. But it would be a glorious 
result if they could stand as impregnable as a 
mountain of iron against the rebel artillery, 
until the rebel ammunition should be ex- 
hausted, a nd the rebe l city left to their mercy. 

#aST- If people here talk treason they will be 
sent across the lines.

Tus Democracy of New York.— When the

The vigor of the war will be increased wneu 
the public mind and energies are concentrated 
upon the patriotic, generous purpose to restore 
our Union for the common good ot all sec- 
tions. It cannot be so united upuu any bloody, 
any barbarous and revolutionary, or any un- 
constitutional scheme, looking merely to the 
gratification of hatred, or purposes of parly 
ambition, or sectional advantage. Every ex- 
eriion of power, every influence of persuasion, 
every measure of reconciliation, must be used 
to restore this Union to its former condition. 
Let no one demand that the blood of his 
neighbor shall be shed, that the fruits of the 
labor ot our citizens shall be eaten up by tax- 
ation, to gain this end, and then refuse to give 
up his own passions, or to modify bis own 
opinions, to save our own country and to stop 
the fearful waste we are now making of treas- 
ure and of life. Let no oue think that the 
people who have refused to yield this Union 
to rebellion at the South wili permit its restor- 
ation io be prevented by fanaticism at the 
North.

We must accept the condition of affairs as 
they stand. At this moment the fortunes of 
our country are influenced by the result of 
battles. Our armies in the field must.be sup- 
ported — all constitutional demands of our 
General Government must be promptly re- 
sponded to. 

But war alone will not save tli8 Union. The 
rule of action which is used to put down an 
ordinary insurrection is not applicable to a 
wide-spread armed resistance ot great com- 
munities. It is weakness and folly to shut our 
eyes to this truth. 

Under no circumstancej can the division ol 
the Union be conceded. We will put lorih 
every exertion of power; we will use every 
policy of conciliation; we will hold out every 
inducement to the people of the South to re- 
turn to their allegiance, consistent with hon- 
or; we will guarantee them every right, every 
consideration demanded by the Constitution, 
and by that fraternal regard which must pre- 
vail in a common country; but we can never 
voluntarily consent to the breaking up of the 
Union ot these States or the destruction of the 
Constitution.

understanding that a corps of engineers has 
arrived ia Louisville with the vietv of forming 
plane for the fortification of the city, and ap- 
preciating the importance of the matter, sends 
us the subjoined notes as worthy of consid- 
eration by those to whom the task is entrusted. 
The suggestions of our correspondent appear 
to us both rational and weighty. We com- 
mend them to the proper authorities in the 
case: 

“I. Unless a commercial city is to be con- 
verted into a fortress, it cannot be defended at 
any distance within cannon range. Better 
give it up and trust to the chances of an ob- 
servance of the usages of civilized war. This, 
lor two sufficient reasons. 1. The attempt at 
defence witbiu that range involves the de- 
struction of the city by the enemy. 2. The 
defending army will be thoroughly demoral- 
ized, and will be nearly as mischievous as the 
other. 

‘•2. There is no necessity for such an alier- 
native in reggrd to Louisville. Nature has 
provided the ground for her defence at an ad- 
mirable distance. Salt river and its branches 
encircle the city with a chain of heights that 
caa be made impregnable with moderate ex- 
pense at twenty miles distance. The main 
river and Floyd's Fork reach nearly from the 
Ohio river above the town to the same river 
below, and from these heights the country 
falls in both directions. 

'3. These defences would form a part of 
the necessary and already existing defences at 
Muldrow s Hill. 

'4. All this has been deliberately deter- 
mined on, after years ot quiet observatiou 
by the highest military authority, and an elab- 
orate set of drawings made for the fortifica- 
tion of Louisville.'’

Thus in January last spoke the Democracy 
of New York through Governor Seymour. 
And the languago was hailed with joy and 
pride and hope by the conservatives of all the 
land. 

The Democracy of New York have just 
spoken again, through the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Legislature of the State, and, as 
every patriot in the Union will rejoice to know 
the position announced throuuh Governor 
Seymour is expressly and emphatically re 
affirmed. The Democratic members of the 
Legislature of New York assert the selfsame 
views that the Democratic Governor of New 
York asserted. Says the Address put forth 
the other day by these exponents of the New 
York Democracy: 

The secessionists who armed themselves 
against the Union were in like manner a mi- 
nority at the South, who made up by violence 
for liieir want of numbers. Thu3 two great 
divisions of the Union have been thrown into 
a desolating civil war by the acts of desperate 
men to whom the people refused confidence in 
ordiuary times of peace; but who, taking ad- 
vantage of their position, and appealing to 
sectional passions, produced a collision which 
involved all classes and all interests in the 
conflict, aud gave the conspirators and dema- 
gogues, at both extremes, position, power, 
ana plunder! 

We do not propose to discuss the question of 
the mutual duties of citizens and governmental 
authorities which this state of things has de 
veloped. It is tnlly and ably presented in the 
message of Governor Seymour to this Legisla- 
ture on its organization. In those statesman- 
like views we cordially concur. They have 
furnished a rallying point and common ground 
of union to the loyal Democracy and conserva 
lives of all the States. 

* * * * * 

The only legitimate object of the war is to 
obtain a just and well-founded peace. Such a 
peace can only be made secure by restoring 
the Union upon the basis of the Constitution, 
with the rights of every State strengthened 
and guaranteed; and for this that instrument 
provides the proper and practical means — i 
convention — to revise, amend, aud rcu tfi rrn the 
terms of the Federal compact. Every Demo 
cratic victory in the North, which rescues the 
States from the domination of sectionalism 
and fanaticism, is a step toward the consum 
■nation of a such a peace, not less potent than 
the success of the Federal arms. 

In the midst of the surrounding gloom 
with a desperate struggle forced upon us, the 
duty of the Democracy of New York can be 
clearly discerned. It is to furnish to those in 
authority all constitutional means for the sue 
cessful conduct of the war till the armed force 
of the rebellion — the object and aims of which 
we heartily condemn — is broken, and to strug- 
gle persisiiogly against a dismemberment of 
the Union. We must cling to the Union aud 
stand by the Constitution, and uphold the 
cause of law and order. 

This is unmistakable, and as wise and patri- 
otic as it i3 unmistakable. Well may the New 
York World dwell with exultation on this 
feature of the Address. “But the part of the 
Address,” says that brilliant advocate of con- 
servatism, “which principally challenges at- 
tention is that relating to the war. The senti- 
ments presented by the New York Democracy 
on this subject are so just, so patriotic, to 
timely, so relevant to the issue attempted to be 
raised by a small knot of politicians in the 
Democratic party itself, and so pertinent as an 
answer to the calumnies cast on the party both 
during the .State canvass and since, that al- 
though we print the whole Address elsewhere, 
we cannot forego the satisfaction of presenting 
the following paragraph in a more conspicuous 
place.” The World then cites a passage the ma- 
terial portion of which we have given above. 
“This,” the World continues, “differs in no 
respect from the ground taken in the State 
canvass last fall, as defined in the resolves of 
the State Convention, and the speeches of 
Governor Seymour, and reiterated by him in 
his admirable \nd able message at the opening 
of the session. The Democratic party of New 
York is not open to the imputation of having 
trimmed its sails, or changed by a hair's 
breadth the position of its rudder, in conse- 
quence of the exciting occurrences of the last 
hundred days, which have tried the seamanship 
of so many political navigators, and we must 
be permitted to add (begging everybody’s 
pardon!) the seaworthiness of a certain oral t, 
or raft, to which the party has been invited to 
transfer its crew and cargo. The Democratic 
party of New York continue to navigate the 
same stanch old 3hip, sailing by the same 
compass, and steering in precisely the same 
direction, as before the question had been 
audibly raised whether the war should go on. 
It will not change its course until the object 
of the war i3 so far attained that the South is 
willing to negotiate for peace on the basis of 
reunion." We accept this assurance with 
deepfelt satisfaction. In the course here 
marked out, the Union party of Kentucky will 
go hand in hand with the Democracy of New 
York, to the appointed goal. Heaven grant 
that the goal may be speedily won !

“In continuing the publication of the letter? 
of Mr. Paul Ambrose”, says the Intelligencer 
in the number containing this letter, “we 
cannot forbear to direct the attention of our 
readers to the sixth of the series, which they 
will find in the preceding columns of to-day's 
Intelligencer. 

“In this number the writer gives an analy- 
sis of the traits, tendencies, and aspirations, 
which, partly inherent in the Southern char 
acter and partly the result of their social sys- 
tem and modes of thought, have, he conceives, 
furnished to the rebellion its most powerful, 
as they have certainly been its most constant, 
incentives. Himself a Southern man, and, »s 
we have already said, familiar with the politi 
cal history of the country, not only as an in- 
telligent observer of events, but also as a 
prominent actor on the public scene, he may 
be deemed peculiarly qualified to uncover the 
latept springs of the great movement which, 
amid the dust and turmoil of the conflict act- 
ually going on, is in danger of being superfi- 
cially viewed by many who regard it rather 
in some of its concomitants and incidents than 
in its essential motives and real constituents. 
It is these latter which give to our ‘great re- 
bellion its peculiar complexion, and they 
should be carefully and calmly studied in the 
light of reason and truth and history rather 
than under the distorting shadows of the pas- 
sion or prejudice which can see in this popular 
revolt nothing but the presence aod preva- 
lence of a single 6 ocial element. 

"Slavery, Paul Ambrose thinks, may be 
said to be the cause of the rebellion only in 
the same sense in which we may affirm that 
cotton and sugar are the cause of it, or that 
Southern character, habits, climate, and social 
life are the source out oi which it has sprung. 
Slavery was the lever which the cuuuing 'ar- 
chitects of ruin’ found ready to their hand 
when they undertook to carry into effect their 
lfljp^meditatcd purpose to overthrow the edi- 
fice of the Union and rear on a firmer basis, as 
they fondly hoped, the structure ol their politi- 
cal ambition. The schemes of wide aggran- 
disement, perennial wealth, and unchecked 
dominion which formed the lures of their 
enterprise are sketched by the writer with a 
vividness that detracts nothing, however, 
from their historic fidelity, as all can attest 
who recall the visions of that El Dorado 
which Southern politicians pictured to the 
imagination of their infatuated followers ou 
the eve of the ill-omened movement that has 
brought so much of desolation and woe on tee 
whole land .' 1 


16?" There was a trial of the Union Repeat- 
ing Qua on the river, at the mouth of the ca- 
nal, last evening, under direction of Capt. C. 
D. C. Williams. This is a manufacture of the 
American Arms Company, of New York, and 
is capable of throwing one hundred shots in a 
minute. We have often read accounts of its 
efficiency, but we were greatly astonished at 
its accuracy of aim and the simplicity of its 
construction. The target, eome thousand 
yards off, appeared a mere speck, but the 
plunging of the bullets in the water all around 
it showed the precision with which they were 
directed. In competent bauds, this arm, it 
appears to us, would be of the most destructive 
character. It has been adopted by the Gov- 
ernment, and is another evidence of the de- 
velopment of our national mechanical skill, 
induced by the exigencies of the civil war.

non delivered by the Rector of that church on 
ast Sunday morning, as a tribute due to the 
memory of one who bus been so long and 
orominently connected with the city of Loui - 
ville, and st> actively engaged in every en.tt r 
orise looking to the prosperity of the city or to 
he welfare of its people. The tribute is not 
more tender than just and beautiful. It will 
be read by our entire community with a sad 
lelight. ^ 

As a Gtting introduction to this tribute, we 
give the following report of the proceedings 
of a meeting of the Vestry of Christ Church, 
held in honor of the memory of the lamented 
lead : 

At a meeting of the Vestry of Christ Church, 
held on Monday evening, the 4th of March, it 
was ordered that the following extract from a 
aerinon, delivered by the Rector on Sunday 
last, be adopted and spread upon the records 
of the Vestry, as beautifully and aupropriately 
-xpressivc of the sentiments of its member? 
upon the death of Abraham Hite, a late loved 
brother in the Church, and honored member ef 
the Vestry, and one of our oldest, most influ- 
ential, and valued citizens. It was further or- 
dered that the action of this Vestry be report- 
'd to the family of our deceased friend and 
brother, with assurances of our deep sympathy 
ind our earnest prayers that they may receive 
that comfort which the Comforter only can 
give.

The passage thus adopted and recorded is a 3 
follows; 

Extract from, a Sermon delivered in Chritt 
Church, Louisville, by the Rector, on the 
4th Sunday after Easter , May 3d, 1863. 
Connected actively and prominently with 
this Parish ever since its formation, and at his 
leath and frequently before a member of its 
Vestry: and identified with all the interests 
of the City of Louisville for more than half a 
century — daring the life of two generations 
of its people — Abraham Hite should not go 
away from us without some notice of his life 
and character. 

The family of Mr. Hite was among the ear- 
liest pioneers of this wilderness. Isaac Hite, 
his uncle, was the companion of Daniel Boone 
in his first explorations of the country. In 
company with nine others he ranged over the 
whole land. The names of these men, called 
the ten hunters of Kentucky, could not long 
since, and may probably now be seen, cut by 
themselves upon a tree on the Big Barren Riv- 
er near Bowling Green. Isaac Hite removed 
from Berkley county, Va., to Kentucky, in 
1778, and finally settled on Goose Creek, in 
Jefferson county, where his son now resides. 

He died in 1785. The Becond brother, Captain 
Abraham Hite, of the Revolutionary army, 
the father of our late friend, moved from Berk- 
ley county, Va., in 1782, and settled in Jeffer- 
son county, about eight miles from Louisville, 
on the Bardstown road. In passing one dsy 
on horseback to a neighboring bouse, he was 
shot by a party of Indians iu ambush. The 
ball entered one side of his body and was 
taken out on the other. He was closely pur- 
sued by the Indians, bnt managed to escape. 

Joseph, another brother, removed to this 
ncighbord in 1783. His farm was also ou the 
Bardstown road, about ten miles from town. 
Joseph was severely wounded by the Indians 
while standing sentinel to guard the rest of 
the family, who were at work. 

The father of these three brothers — the eld- 
er Mr. Abraham Hite — removed to the same 
neighborhood in Kentucky, in 1784, and 
brought with him an Episcopal Minister, the 
Rev. Mr. Kavanaugh. This clergyman officia- 
ted occasionally, as circumstances and the In- 
dians allowed. The father of the three bro- 
thers died in 178C. Joseph lived till 1831 , aud 
Abraham died in August, 1832. 

The late Mr. Abraham Hite was born on his 
father's place, in Jefferson county, on the 18th 
of November, 1799. 

His first employment in business was in the 
house of Mr. Robt. Ormsby. Mr. Hite was en- 
thusiastic in his devotion to the memory of this 
estimable gentleman, and of another princely 
merchant of the olden tfmes of Louisville, 

Mr. Thomas Prather. The example of these 
two men was probably one of the influences 
which made the career of Mr. Hite so remark- 
able for active beneficence, and for indomita- 
ble public spirit. 

For half a century Mr. Hite has been inti- 
mately connected with all the social, benevo- 
lent, and industrial interests of Louisville. 

He was emphatically a good man. Active, 
energetic, and untiriDg in business, the gen- 
erous sensibilities of his nature impelled him 
to take the lead in every movement which 
looked to the good of his fellow-men. For all 
such objects, time and labor and earnestness 
and unflagging zeal were freely given, while 
in every instance his own liberal contribution 
witnessed his sincerity. Besides the transient 
or annual occasions for this sort of service and 
sacrifice, which will be continually presented 
to a ready and willing spirit, two permanent 
corporations in this city bear testimony to the 
constancy of his zeal — Christ Church and tho 
P. E. (Jrp^pn Asylum. For these ho has 
worked, from their foundation, faithfully and 
well, and both owe to him a large debt of 
gratitude, which the Father of the fatherless 
and the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ has 
even now abundantly repaid. 

It was strange that this sincere believer in 
Christ’s religion, so fruitful iu good works, 
should have refrained, during so large a part 
of his long life, from the necessary duty and 
the blessed privilege of ratifying in his person 
the vows of Baptism that were upon him, 
and openiy confessing Christ in the way 
which that compassionate Saviour has com- 
manded. There were two reasons for this, 
Although the Hites had been devoted Episco- 
palians in Virginia, and, as we have seen, 
brought their Minister to Kentucky with 
them, yet at the time when Abraham Hite 
was born, all but tbe dim memory of the Epis- 
copal Church had ceased in Kentucky, and 
he was necessarily raised subject to the 
popular errors of that day ol rebuke and of 
irreligion. Add to this source of obstruction 
a nature that could never be half-hearted in 
anything, that made him feel that he was do- 
ing nothing when he was not working with 
the whole soul, and mind, and strength, 
and we can easily see how the impres- 
sion fixed itself upon him, that the fee 
ble faith and the halting devotion which 
necessarily characterize the religion of the 
man who stands undetermined on the confines 
of the kingdom of heaven, were utterly unfit 
to be brought as an offering to God, even 
though presented at the foot of the cross of 
Jesus. This specious but deceitful impression 
kept him struggling for years in a false posi- 
tion, vainly striving to attain to that strength 
of faith and depth of love which God alone 
can impart, and which He has only promised 
to work in them who humbly come to Him as 
nners, and lay upon their Saviour the whole 
burden of their sins. 

But the good works and tbe earnest sinccr 
ity ot this good man, anxious to learn tbe 
way of life and to walk therein, could not be 
unblessed. All this time his faith was gain 
iug strength, his eyes were being gradually 
opened to see the truth. And when he did 
see the blessed truth of Christ’s blessed 
Gospel, that he must come to Him for salva- 
tion without any righteousness of his own at 
all, but in simple dependence upon the faith- 
ful promise of Him who is mighty to save, 
and resolved to do it, and came to his Minis- 
ter to let him know of that conclusion, tbe 
choked utterance and the brimful eyes of the 
strong man attested tho earnestness of the 
struggle and the depth of his convictions. 

He was confirmed on Easter Sunday night 
April 5th, 1863, and, ns he never did anything 
bv halves, the very next morning he called 
his family and servants together for family 
prayer. After reading a few verses of God's 
Word, the sense that he had neglected this 
plain and important duty during bis whole 
life so overpowered him that for a while he 
could not utter a word. And that very day 
he sent to consult his Minister as to the fittest 
method of performing this and some other sa- 
cred duties. 

The summons of death came very suddenly 
bnt found him not unprepared. His illness 
began on Sunday, the 26th ult. He had ex- 
pected, and earnestly deeired to communicate 


inglove which is now spread before ns. When 

he expressed on Monday tho hope that he 
would be well enough to carry out Ibis desire 
by to-day, I told him that that was hardly 
possible, but that WhitSunday was close at 
hand, and I trurtedbe would be well enough 
by that time to join with his brethren in that 
holy Sacrament. He frequently afterwards, 
before the fatal change had taken place, re- 
ferred with warm expressions of pleasure to 
the anticipation thus held out, and rejoiced 
that Whit Sunday was so near. 

But a change occupred, and soon all hope 
was gone. On Wednesday a sudden summons 
brought tbe Minister of God from the unclosed 
grave of one friend to the dying bed of an- 
other. All was calm and composed on that 
bed, although there were anguish and wailing 
around it. While preparation was made to 
administer to this penitent child of God hie 
first and last communion, he directed his ser- 
vants to be called, that such of them as were 
members of the church might join with him 
in that solemn sacrifice. With laboring ut- 
terance, but in clear and distinct words, I be 
dying master exhorted these servants to live 
up to their Christian profession. He reminded 
them of their bickerings and quarrels among 
themselves, and charged them to live in peace 
and love together. These were his last words, 
except the few which he could murmur as a 
part of the noble service that immediately be- 
ean. It was a strange and touching scene, 
when in that chamber of death and in all 
those solemn moments of passing life, not a 
sound was heard but the words of that glori- 
ous office, which so plainly sets before us Jesus 
Christ and Him crucified, t» take away sin, to 
make reconciliation for iniquity, and to bring 
in everlasting righteousness. There the blessed 
assurances were officially uttered in the name 
and by the authority of Christ, "Come unto 
Me, all ye that travail and are heavy laden, 
and I will refresh you.’’ 

“So God loved tho world that he gave his 
only begotten Son, to the end that all that be- 
lieve in him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” 

“This is a true saying, and worthy of all 
men to be received, that Christ Jesus came in- 
to the world to save sinners.’’ 

“If any man sin, we have an Advocate with 
the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous; and he 
is the Propitiation for our sins.” 

There the song of heaven was uttered by 
mortal lips: “Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God 
of hosts, heaven and earth are full of thy glo- 
ry: Glory be to thee, 0 Lord Most High.” 
There the true viaticum, the consecrated 
seal of all these blessed promises, the body 
and blood of Christ, were given and received. 
And there, before the service could be ended, 
without pain, without a single struggle, and 
without a perceptible instant of unconscious- 
ness, tho soul passed away, and was speeded 
on its journey to paradise by tho beautiful 
“Commendatory prayer for a sick person at 
the point of departure” which the Church has 
so charitably provided. 

I relate these affecting incidents, not only 
because they would bo of exceeding interest 
in any case, but especially because they are a 
most instructive message to you, who loved 
this man so well, who knew his thorough 
honesty, his plain and impregnable good Bensc, 
his utter abhorrence of cant and affectation, 
his transparent sincerity and Jruthtulness. 
This then is the message which your old 
friend, with unclouded mind and with dying 
lips, sends to all of us to-day. To serve thy 
God no longer wait, put away with firm re- 
solve all the delusions which flesh and sense 
present: look at life as he beholds it who is 
about to enter upon its permanent and endur- 
ing state. Live now, every day and every 
hour, for that only true being, that eternity 
which is ours, iu which we must live happy 
or miserable, as we live wisely or foolishly in 
this swiftly fleeting time.

Philadelphia, May 5. 

The Washington Chronicle of to-day has 
the following: 

A gentleman who left Falmouth early yes- 
terday morning reports that early on Sunday 
morning simultaneously with the commence 
raent of the battle on the right our batteries 
on the left opened on the rebel defenses at 
F redericksburg, which were replied to smartly 
by the rebels, but their fire gradually slackened. 
Our infantry immediately moved forward, 
under direction of Gen. Sedgwick. II is men 
had bayonets fixed, aud presented a firm front, 
and moved on until they reached to within a 
few hundred yards of the famous stone wall. 
Here they met with a most murderous fire 
on the infrautry, while grape und canister 
plowed through their ranks, still they pressed 
onward, and the wall was cleared and the ridge 
gained. The brave boys with a cheer pushed 
onward toward to the second line of intrench- 
ments, but an order reached them to return, 
which was complied with, but not without a 
great deal of reluctance. The opinion gained 
ground that it was not necessary to drive them 
much further, as this would prevent our forc«s 
on the right reaching their rear. 

So great wus the panic of the rebels that 
they abandoned their cannon, arms, knap- 
Backs, and everything else that would in tbe 
least impede their flight. The works weie 
held all day without any desjierate effort from 
the enemy to retake them. They kept up 
pretty sharp skirmishing, and occasionally 
made sallies out of their secood and third 
line3 of intrenebments, but were invariably 
driven back. Upwards of three thousand 
prisoners were taken in this engagement, 
mostly belonging to Mississippi, Georgia, and 
Virginia regiments. A large number of offi- 
cers, from Colonels down, were also taken. 

It is rumored that the rebels yesterday made, 
or were preparing to make, an attack on onr 
forces within the works, but it is quite clear to 
every one, independent of the high authority 
we have for our opinion, that even if they 
have been successful, it will amount to noth- 
ing. The main fighting has been transferred 
to some other point, and, iu tbe ojieratious 
which arc now progressing, as we hope, to a 
successful completion of the occupation oi 
Fredericksburg, it is not of the slightest con- 
sequence if the rebels have attacked us there. 

It is probably a mere leini, and will only 
amount to a useless expenditure of life and 
ammunition. 

New Yoke, May 5. 

Tbe following was received by mail at nine 
o’clock last evening from Suffolk: 

Yesterday morning Gen. Peek sent a force 
of infantry, cavalry, and artillery across the 
Nanscmond river at Suffolk to make a rccon- 
noissance. They advanced cautiously up the 
old Petersburg turnpike, and when two miles 
out encountered the enemy's rifle pits, which 
were thoroughly manned. The 89th New 
York and 13th New Hampshire made a spirit- 
ed and successful charge upon the rebel works 
and carried them after a h“avv resistance, 
when the enemy retreated and fell back out 
of range, leaving their dead and some wounded 
on tbe field. During this time the drawbridge 
battery and our army gunboats were playing 
upon tbeecemy, doing good exec ution among 
the sharpshooters secreted in the woods. 

In the evening our troops came upon a rebel 
masked battery, which retreated two and a 
half miles north of Suffolk, and at four o’clock 
Davis’ Massachusetts battery and the gunboats 
commenced shelling them out. After thirty 
minutes tbe rebels returned lire, which was 
kept up on both sides until sunset when tbe 
enemy's battery was silenced. 

Ringgold, ot the 103d New York, was shot 
while leading hi3 regiment in front and died 
durbar tho night. The Obaplain of the 25th 
New York was wounded while the above skir- 
mishing was in progress. 

Gen. Getty crossed the Nansemond four 
miles below Suffolk, and encountered the rn- 
ejpy, and it was rumored and believed that be 
had captured a rebel battery of : ightguns and 
a large number of prisoners. This needs con- 
firmation. 

Scouts were sent out from Suffolk yesterday 
on the Somerton and Hatonton road, but dis- 
covered nothing of the enemy, and alter going 
about six miles returned. 

The enemy's rifle pits on the South Quay 
road and in frontwere vacated yesterday morn- 
ing, and the troops left in great haste, taking 
their baggage with them, evidontly having 
more important business elsewhere. 

New Yobk, May 5. 

The Post prints the following, the latest 
from General Hooker's army, as just received 
from Washington: 

The battle of Sunday was renewed on Mon- 
day morning. The enemy appeared to have 
forces equal in number to our own, and bis 
successive attacks were made with desperate 
spirit. 

The destruction of the railroad bridges over 
the Magasponox and Mattaposi creeks, south 
of Fredericksburg, has certainly been accom- 
plished, and the road to Richmond is thus cut 
off from the enemy. 

pight hundred prisoners, includingan entire 
regiment, the 23d Georgia, were brought to 
Washington this morning, and marched down 
Pennsylvania Avenue to the Old Capitol 
Prison. Their appearance was the subject of 
universal comment and remark. They were 
well and comfortably clad, and not one looked 
as though they had not had plenty to eat. 
Two officers, Maj. Gen. Evans and a Brigadier 
General whose name was not learned, were 
prominent among the number. Evan-, was in 
command at Leesburg during the Bull’s Bluff 
battles. 

There is a rumor current that Gen. Stone* 
man has captured Gordonsville. 

Chicago, May 5. 

A special from Cairo says the steamer Lady 
Franklin arrived from Vicksburg Thursday 
night. That morning Gen. Sherman, with 
fleet of transports, accompanied by gunboats, 
passed up the Yazoo ami made an attack on 
the rebel batteries. In the afternoon several 
more transports followed up with troops on 
hoard. The report is that Gen. Sherman 
landed at precisely the same place where he 
made the former attack. Cannonading and 
the rattle of musketry was distinctly heard at 
Y oung s Point Thursday till long alter night- 
fall. 

We learn from a gentleman who left New 
Carthage Wednesday that a very heavy force 
landed on the Mississippi side, eight miles 
above Grand Gulf. Our gunboats had been 
shelling the latter place several days. 


report that the Fcderals have occupied Grand 
Gulf is premature, the rebels having planted 
batteries on the hill and repulsed our troops. 

The .Taekson Appeal of the 28th of April 
says of Col. Grenson’s Federal raid, that be- 
sides tearing up the railroad he has destroyed 
two bridges, each 150 feet long, burnt twenty- 
eight freight cars, hlew up two locomotives, 
and burnt the railroad depot and two com- 
missary buildings at Newton. He also de- 
stroyed tbe telegraph line by destroying five 
miles of wire, and captured two trains. 

Philadelphia, May 5. 

A passenger who arrived here from Fortress 
Monroe this afternoon, says that when he left 
there yesterday there was fighting going on 
near Suffolk. A force of Union troops had 
been sent against some works the rebels were 
constructing, and it was understood the rebels 
had been driven some distance, but no par- 
ticulars were given.

— A special to the 
Cincinnati Gazette states that nothing new 
had been heard at Lexington, up to 9 o'clock 
Monday, from Gen. Carter, except that he is 
in quiet possession of the rich bottom lands 
south of the Cumberland, waiting events. 
The Army of Central Kentucky is not yet in 
motion, but in momentary expectancy. Capt. 
Latham, quartermaster-in- chief, is preparing 
to erect, at Nicholasvillc and helow, immense 
store-houses. The Government shops and 
stables will also be removed there from Lex- 
ineton. The Captain is purchasing a very ex- 
cellent quality of horses, and our cavalry and 
mounted infantry will shortly have nothing 
to complain of. 

The order requiring the return of sick sol- 
diers to hospitals nearest their respective 
homes, has closed up the hospitals at Frank, 
fort, Danville. Harrodsburg, and Richmond, 
and reduced the number to one at Lexington, 
containing at this time 94 sick and ten attend- 
ants. A camp has been established near the 
latter place for convalescents, the number of | 
inmates is 372 with 25 attendants. Dr. Ever- 
man remains post surgeon; and Jamison, 
steward. The 65th regiment Illinois volun- 
teers are in quarantine for small-pox, although 
the surgeon avers that the only sick man iu 
the regiment has the fever and ague. 

Gen. Carter now occupies the fine foraging 
grounds of Wayne county. Gilbert is still in 
advance on the extreme left. The rebel Mont- 
gomery is pillaging up and down about Man- 
chester and Barboursville, and if pursued will 
go out no doubt as Cluke did, through Sound- 
ing Gap. 

About 2,000 rebels arc said to be at Rut- 
ledge, Tcnn., for the purpose of annoying our 
left, and, if an opportunity occurs, entering 
Kentucky. It is evident that Kentucky troops 
in the rebel service are not able to relinquish 
the prospect of reoeupying the State this seas- 
on. I send you a few extracts from letters of 
recent date, from which you may judge some- 
what of tho condition of affairs. The rebel 
mail communications with Kentucky have 
been very seriously inteiferd with of late, and 
the judicious hanging of some two or three 
more of their letter carriers and depot agents 
will still farther embarrass their arrangements. 

It would seem that the prices of provisions 
have not fallen since the advance of spring. 
One writing from Tullahoma, March 26th, says: 
“Prices are awful. 1 paid yesterday $60 for 
a pair of $6 boots; $30 for a $3 hat; coats sell 
at $100 each; eggs $2 per dozen; butter $2 per 
pound; whiskey $10 per quart, when wo can 
get it. When we come to Kentucky this 
spring, you all will be in the same fix; so you 
h:id better look ahead and be prepared for it.” 
Another, writing from Fairfield, Tennessee, 
April 1st, says: 

“1 am Adjutant of the First Kentucky Con- 
federate cavalry, Colonel J. U. Butler. I am 
quite well pleased and perfectly contented. 
We shall pay yon all a visit in force this spring 
or summer, and afford the Southern people of 
Lexington an opportunity to breathe freely 
once more. Y'ou know 1 am no hand to joke. 

1 know wbat I say to be true. The Yank— » 
are pressing ns pretty close »» be sure, but wc. 
will chans- »t>e piogramme. Aggression is the 
word, or we are gone up. Plant plenty of corn 
for the South w out, and we must get it in Ken- 
tucky, and will.” 

By way of illustrating the amiable way 
pious neutrals have of non-interference, after 
the English fashion, I quote the dose of a let- 
ter from Tennessee: 

“When j-ou write again, you had better di- 
rect openly to me, in the care of the Rev. Mr. 

, Memphis, Tenn. He is a neutral, you 
know. He is in the confidence of the Yan- 
kees, and comes in and out of the lines from 
town to his plantation at. pleasure, and always 
brings- the boy3 their letters and papers and 
whatever they want.” 

1 omit the name of the reverend, as his case 
is being looked into by the authorities. A 
lady,, writing to another, kindly invites her 
friend to a banging: 

Scott will be hung on the 19th of J une, do 
come over and see it. If it was only that Mor- 
gan Vance (U. S. Commissioner in Kentucky) 
1 would go to seo it with the greatest pleas- 
ure.” 

Another, in April, still harps upon the high 
prices: “I paid $9 tor a knife worth 75 cents, 
board at the hotels here is $2 a meal and $1 a 
feed for horses. Money is mighty plenty but 
nobody places much store by it though they 
spend it like dirt. Gold is worth six for one. 
I iike it pretty well, hut if I had it to do over 
again I'd stay in old Kentucky.”

MR. AMBROSE’S LETTERS. 

LETVKK VI. — REVOLUTION. 

Marob, IMS. 

The aspiration of Southern ambition, which 
has reached to the climax of rebellion, was 
not the growth of a month or a year. Those 
who have watched the course of public events 
nnd noted the development of opinion in the 
South for years past have seen many signs of 
the coming peril; and, if the country was not 
prepared for it, it was not for want ot an oc- 
casional warning. Everybody knew there 
were restless spirits in the South who would 
rejoice in the opportunity to destroy the 
Union, and that these were endeavoring to 
create a sectional sentiment that might favor 
the accomplishment of their wish. But the 
common faith of the country in the patriotism 
of the people of the South, and the profound 
conviction of the whole North, and we may 
say also of the larger part of the Southern 
communities, that no motive eiisted which 
could possibly stir up the people of any State 
to the mad enterprise of assailing the integ- 
rity of the Union, dispelled every apprehen- 
sion on this score. The public generally re- 
garded the danger a3 a chimera. Even the 
Government, which ought to have been dis- 
trustfhl enough to put itself on guard, seemed 
to be utterly unconscious of lhe gathering 
trouble. Never was a country taken so much 
at unawares. 

. The year 1800 was one of great prosperity. 
The nation exhibited something more than its 
customary light-heartedness, and had risen 
into a tone of hilarity from the peculiar ex- 
citements of the year. The spring was occu- 
pied with celebrations of the advent of the 
Japanese Embassy, which signalized the en- 
largement of our commerce with the East, and 
autumn was filled with pageants to welcome 
the heir of the British throne, whose visit was 
regarded as an event of national congratula- 
tion that promised long peace and happy fel- 
lowship with the world — a token of new 
strength and greater influence to the Republic. 
It was a yeur distinguished by public demon- 
strations of faith and hope in the future desti- 
ny of the country. Few persons were willing 
to believe, or allowed themselves to think, 
that, whilst we were thus increasing the popu- 
larity of the nation abroad and inaugurating 
an era of remarkable promise to the advantage 
of our foreign and domestic interests, there 
was anv considerable party amongst us who 
could harbor the parricidal design of crushing 
these brilliant hopes in the destruction of the 
country itself, or that the band of political agi- 
tators, to whom the public was accustomed to 
impute such a design, could so infatuate their 
followers as to prevail with them to attempt 
it. It was in this state of confident security, 
and tu the very midst of these peaceful mani- 
festations, that the storm broke upon the coun- 
try. Never was a nation so utterly unpra? 
pared for such an event. 

Notwithstanding this dissonance between 
the tone of public feeling at that time, and the 
terrific incident which grated upon it with 
such inopportune discord, the rebellion was a 
predestined fact which came at its appointed 
day. The year, the month, almost the week 
of its explosion had been determined in coun- 
cils held long before, and the plot had no re- 
gard to the barometer of national sentiment, 
indifferent alike to the good will which de- 
lights in establishing peace, or that more con- 
genial m 'OA which promotes quarrel. 

It was foreor rained that the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1860 should furnish, not the occasion, 
but the day of dissolution. 

Let us endeavor to extract from the history 
of the times and our own observation of the 
character of our people what we can find to 
solve this problem. It has grown to be 
almost a universally accepted fact on the 
northern side of Mason and Dixon’s line that 
slavery is the cause of the rebellion. This is 
so broadly received that the corrollary derived 
from it sesms, at this time, to be the axiom 
upon which the special friends of the Admin- 
istration are endeavoring to direct the conduct 
of the war to put the rebellion down. Slavery 
being the cause of the rebellion, the war, it is 
said, must be aimed at the extinction of 
slavery. With them it would appear to be no 
longer a point to compel the insurgents to 
submit to the laws and return to their alle- 
giance; but rather to act on the assumption 
that no peace is desirable which leaves slavery 
an existing institution. 

I think this view of the origin, of our trou- 
bles requires some qualifications. Slavery, of 
itself and for itself, is not the cause of the re- 
bellion. I do not believe that there was oue 
intelligent, leading, and thinking man in the 
South ( when this rebellion broke out, who im- 
agined that slavery was in any kind of dan- 
ger either from the action of the National 
Government or the State Governments; nor 
that it could be successfully assailed by the 
hostility that was exhibited against it in the 

F ublic or private opinion of Northern society. 

think that astute Southern statesmen were 
nnd are perfectly convinced that the Govern- 
ment of the United States, embnuinc both 
National and State organizations, afforded an 
impregnable security to the institution of 
slavery which no power on this continent, in 
its lawftOcourse of administration, could dis- 
turb. And, moreover, that the guarantees 
which these organizations combined offer to 
that institution are not only entirely adequate 
to its protection, but aie such as no govern- 
ment ever before supplied, and such, also, as 
no government, of the same scope of jurisdic- 
tion and power, would ever again agree to 
make. It i3 the merest snam and make-believe 
for any Southern man to pretend that the in- 
stitution of slavery was ever brought into 
peril before this rebellion exposed it to the 
dangers that now surround it. I can hardly 
suppose that any man of sense in the South 
could believe otherwise than that a war, once 
provoked between the States, would be the 
only effective agency whi.b could destrov or 
impair it against the will and without the co- 
operation ot the Slave States themselves. 

Slavery may be said to be the cause of the 
rebellion only in the same sense in which we 
mav affirm that cotton and sugar are the came 
of it, or that Southern character, habits, cli- 
mate, and sociallife are the source out ot which 
it has sprung. 

The agitations of the slave question were 
only . ostensibly the motives to rebellion. 
They were the means made use of to give pre- 
text and consistency to the scheme. With 
the unthinking or excitable masses of the 
South, it is true, these agitations were the 
principal incentives to revolt. They furnished 
them a ready argument, and made the threat 
of breaking up the Union familiar to the 
Southern mind, and, to a certain extent, pop- 
ular. They had something of the same effect 
upon portions of the people of the North; for 
the aversion to the Union was not ulone 
harbored in the South. I have no doubt that 
the extreme opinions on this subject, preached 
and written by a sect in New England, bad a 
most pernicious influence in extending the 
thought of dissolution through the South. 
There was an equal fanaticism on both sides, 
quite as evident in favor of slavery in one 
section as against it in the other. Secession- 
ists and abolitionists, in the ultra phases of 
their respective- demands, were in full accord 
as to the ultimate remedy of the grievances 
they imagined themselves to suffer. It wrs 
curious to see how, in ascending the gamut of 
their opposite extravagances, the two parties 
kept pace with each other on the scale of 
which the highest note on each side was dis- 
union. Both North and South were, at the 
beginning, in harmony in admitting slavery 
to be a social evil which was to be consid- 
•irately dealt with and abandoned when that 
could be done without injury to existing in- 
terests. From this point Southern enthusiasts 
diverged in one direction, Northern in another 
With one slavery rose to be asserted succes- 
sively 03 a harmless utility, as a blessing a 
divine institution, and, finallv, as “the corner- 
stone rejected by the builders,” upon which a 
ue w dynasty Was to be constructed, and our old 
cherished Union to be dashed into fragments. 
With the other, slavery, passing through equai 
grades, was declared to be a disgrace; a great 
national sin; a special curse of Heaven, and, 
at last, a stigma that made the Union “a cove- 
nant of hell, which, therefore, should be shat- 
tered to atoms to give place to another order 
ot polity. The two opposite lines thus con- 
verged in the same point, that of dissolution. 
This is the extreme boundary to which a pas- 
sionate monomania has at last conducted the 
agitations of thirty years of the subject of 
slavery. The irritation produced by this per- 
severing and angry reverberation of the ques- 
tion, from side to side, undoubtedly prepared 
the people of the South for the explosion of 
1860, and equally prepared the people of the 
North for a prompt resentment against it, and 
thus misled the popular opinion on both sides 
to regard theslavery question as the immediate 
source ol the attempt at revolution. But the 
contrivers, the heads and leaders of the scheme, 
had a much deeper purpose than the redress 
of any imagined danger to the security of the 
institution. They only took advantage of the 
common sensibility of their people on this sub- 
ject to aid them in a design of much wider im- 
port. 

.. ™ a y *? n< l a ffuide to our investigation of 
this design in a review of the composition and 
character of Southern society. 

It is not always a gracious task to analyze 
national character, and particularly when our 
own countrymen are in question. If, there- 
fore, 1 should be thought too “candid” in what 
1 am about to write, I hope I shall find my 
warrant in the sincere respect 1 entertain for 
the many excellent traits of Southern charac- 
ter, and still more in the esteem with which I 
cherish the memory of many personal friends 
in whom I have found everything to admire 
and really nothing to blame — except, indeed, 
the facility with which they have yielded to 
the delusion which carried them into this re- 
bellion. 

If I were asked to describe in a word the 
primal source or germ out of which this com- 
motion has sprung, I would say it was the ego- 
tism of Southern character. There are no 
people in the world who have a higher opinion 
ot themselves and of their surroundings than 
' le ,! ntla ^ ltants of certain districts of the 
feoutb. They are accustomed to speak ofthem- 
selves as possessing the very highest type ol 
uviliz-ition; as pre-eminent mall the qualities 
«» generous manhood; as hospitable frank, 


brave beyond all other people; quick to 
resent disbouor; keen in their perception of 
what is great or noble; refined and elegant in 
manners. They claim, besides, superior talent, 
more acute insight, and higher euergy than 
their neighbors. They are prolific in states- 
men, orators, and politicians. They are man- 
ly, truthful, and ctievalresquc. This the por- 
trait they draw of themselves. 

Now, I do not meau to dispute these preten- 
sions. The South possesses, in marked degree, 
many of these excellent qualities, and I would 
not disparage their claims to any of them, lie- 
cause I think that the very assertion of such a 
claim is the proof of an appreciation of these 
virtues, which in itself is a merit of good omen. 
It shows the tendency of their aspirations, 
which is one good step towards success in ac- 
complishing them. But, on the other hand, 
we may remark that this self-esteem, whilst it 
exalts its possessor, is apt in the same degree 
to breed opinions derogatory of all other peo- 
ple outside of their boundary. The South ac- 
cordingly has its aversions, and amongst these 
nothing is more conspicuous than the dislike 
of the common masses of the Southern people 
— I speak more particularly of the untravelled 
portion of them — to the natives of the New 
England States. This dislike is as old as the 
colonial era. Even in the Revolutionary war 
of 1776, if it did not impair the sturdy union ef- 
fort which won the victory, it bred minor dis- 
sensions and vexatious jealousies. The appli- 
cation of the word “Yankee ’ was even then, 
as it -is now, an expression of the derision 
with which the man of the South regarded the 
man of New Eogland. It signified at that 
day, and long afterwards, in the vulgar appre- 
hension, a shrewd, cunning chapman, who in- 
variably outwitted the credulous Southerner 
in a bargain. It has lost something of this 
significance n these later times, since the 
credulous Southron has grown more worldly, 
and developed somo of the qualities of an ex- 
pert chapman himself. It now rather indicates 
the hatred engendered by jealousy of New 
England growth and prosperity. 

In a sober estimate of all these characteris- 
tics, which it is hardly necessary to say are 
not to be attributed to the most cultivated and 
liberal men of the South, we may set down 
both the self-esteem and lhe aversion I have 
described to the account of that provincial 
vanity and prejudice which are always ob- 
served in isolated communities, and which, I 
think, are also, in some degree, distinctive of 
a simply agricultural people. 

This popular dislike of the North, unrea- 
sonable and trivial as it is, has had a good 
deal to do with the aggravation of the temper 
which has fomented the rebellion. It quick- 
ened the jealousy of the South against every 
political movement in the country that indi- 
cated the probability of Northern control in 
the Government. Every revelation made by 
the census of the growing preponderance of 
Northern population — by which I mean the 
population of the Free States in general — 
was received bv the South as the announce- 
ment of a rapidly advancing era when South- 
ern domination must give way to Northern — 
when the sceptre must depart from Judab. I 
think we have very clear proof that at no 
time since the adoption of the Constitution 
were the politicians of the South disposed to 
tolerate the election of a Northern President, 
unless they had a satisfactory assurance that 
he would administer the Government in obe- 
dience to their dictation, or a, least conform- 
ably to their views of policy. In the time 
of the elder Adams there was a settled, and 
even an exasperated opposition to him, which 
threatened to break up the Government, on 
this ground. Mr. Jefferson evidently alluded 
to this scheme, in bis letter to John ’Taylor of 
Caroline, in 1798, in which he wrote an argu- 
ment to discourage it — manifestly as an an- 
swer to some suggestions on that subject from 
bis eorrespondeut. His argument, 1 may re- 
mark, in passing, was equally against the right 
and the policy ot such a proceeding. Refer- 
ring to the “scission of the Cnion r as a sup- 
posed lawful resort, he declares that with it 
“no Federal Government could ever exist.” 
There are many proofs now extant besides 
this of the reluetnuce of the Southern States 
to allow any influence but their own to pre- 
dominate in the Government, even in that age 
of our Republic when it was not pretended 
that any Southern right was brought into 
jeopardy either by the National or State au- 
thorities, or by the temper of private opiuion. 
The objection to Northern rule wa3 simply 
founded on the pride of Southern ambitiou. 

It is only necessary to reflect upon the res- 
tiveuess of Southern politicians of the last 
and the present generation, and to observe the 
solicitude with which they have always con- 
templated any invasion of their own suprem- 
acy in the Government, and the importunate 
zeal with which they have insisted upon pre- 
serving an equilibrium between free and slave 
States — meaning by that, tho preponderance 
of Southern influence— to be convinced that 
the perpetuity of tbeir control of the Admin- 
istration has been the leading idea of their 
policy. The threat of disunion has been the 
customary persuasion by which they have, 
from time to time, endeavored to subdue tbo 
first symptoms of disaffectian to their ascend- 
ancy. This had become the familiar terror of 

f verv Presidential canvass since the great 
, firry ot .~Uification in 1832, and, in fact, its 
fre<^ien<*y bad mtulo it oir«ia.ie tha^ wheo, at 
last, the danger was really imminent, itie 
country was incredulous of the event, as much 
from derision of the threat as a worn-out 
trick, as from the common conviction that no 
cause had arisen to provoke it. 

Looking at the various pretexts upon which, 
as occasion prompted, this disunion was 
threatened — the tariff, the navigation laws, 
the distribution of patronage, lhe Texas ques- 
tion, the admission of California, the Kansas 
organization, the territories— all of which 
have been used in turn by the Cotton States to 
frighten the nation with the danger of rupture, 
we have in these the most perspicuous guide 
to the true motives of the breach of 1861. The 
fact was then at last deraonstnled that the 
hour was at hand when other interests in the 
country were to have a hearing and influence, 
and that the majority of the nation meant to 
govern it; that the South must take its due 
and proper place in the Union and relinquish 
its ambition of undivided empire. That long- 
feared and long warded-off day had come, aud 
with it came the first, real, unfeigned, absolute 
purpose of the partisan politicians of the 
Southern States in combination to separate the 
South from the North, and to attempt to build 
up a power at home, in which Southern poli- 
tics and Southern ambition should have undis- 
puted sway. The Union was enjoyed as long 
as it ministered to the ascendency of the 
Planting States, but was to be cast off as soon 
as the nation reached that epoch in it its pro- 
gress at which it was able to release itself 
from the thraldom of sectional control, and to 
regulate its policy in accordance with the de- 
mands of the general welfare. 

Never wus tne selfishness, which is the pro- 
verbial sin of politicians and the common im- 
putation against corporate bodies, which the 
nobler qualities of individual manhood scorns 
and the morality of social life condemns, morn 
conspicuously illustrated than in this example 
furnished by a people who boast not less of 
their honor than of their statesmanship. Du- 
ring a period of seventy years the oldes of 
these States — and the youuger from the date 
of their organization — had drawn from the 
Union a power and prosperity they never 
could have obtained alone. It is not too much 
to affirm that they are indebted to the Union 
for everything which has made their position 
in the eye of the world worthy of considera- 
tion as a national Power. To the Union the 
greater part of them owe their very existence; 
all owe to it their protection and defence, 
their flourishing commerce, their ready and 
cheap supply of manufactures, their conve- 
niences of luxurious or comfortable life; they 
owe to the Union in great degree their inter- 
nal improvements, and in no .mall proportion 
their most active and intelligent population. 
And now, conceiving that they have attained 
to a strength which will enable them to secure 
these advantages from their own resources, 
they do not hesitate to renounce their most 
sacred obligations of duty and obedience for 
the illusionyMa national independence, which, 
whatever may be its import upon their own 
fortunes, they persuade themselves cannot bo 
anything else than destruction to the prosperi- 
ty ot the comrades they seek to abandon. 

• It is lamentable to see this false estimate of 
duty in any section, but our regret is increased 
by the surprise with which we discover so 
many persons in the Border States who have 
allowed themselves to think that, in following 
the lead of these counsellors, they will ever 
find any adequate compensation for the sacri- 
fice they make of the long career of happy for- 
tune opened to them by the protection of the 
Union. 

What, we are now ready to ask, is the real 
motive for scekingt iis independence? Can it 
be for any advantage which a State of the 
Union, and especially any State within the 
compass ot the old thirteen, could lawfully 
aud honorably demand from its associates in 
the Confederacy? 

In the adoption of the Constitution there 
was a plighted faith volunteered by every 
member of the Union to observe and keep 
every covenant expressed in that instrument. 
Each State relied upon the faith and honor of 
its sister State, and upon the pledge of the 
whole people of the United States to abide by 
the terms of that great compact, and to per- 
form every duty it exacted of them. Iu fra- 
ternal reliance upon that honor, each and 
every State committed itself to all the respon- 
sibilities the Union imposed. Each willingly 
assumed these responsibilities, in full confi- 
dence that no one would ever shrink from its 
share in the participation of the common duty, 
but that all would religiously discharge every 
obligation of the compact. There w'as thus a 
perfect assurance given to the nation that 
whilst al enjoyed the profit, the prosperity, 
and the glory of the Union, all would equally 
adopt its burdens and make whatever neces- 
sary saenhee oi individual or State advantage 
the common good might require. This is 
iu effect, the nature of the social compact 
presented by the Constitution. Certainly, 
we may say that, after enteriug into 
such an engagement as this, no State nor sec- 
tion of the people could, without great dis- 
honor and breach of faith, refuse and abandon 
the performance of their stipulated obliga- 
tions to their compeers, merely for the sake 
of makiDg themselves independent. Even if 
there were an admitted right to retire, ever? 


consideration of justice would impose upon 
the malcontent fragment the duty of appeal- 
ing to the rest who composed the body politic 
for their consent to a measure which must 
necessarily be an injury to them. How much 
more imperative is the duty of such an appeal 
when no such right to withdraw is contained 
in that compact, and when the proceeding, 
unless sanctioned by the general consent of 
the nation, could only be classed in the 
category of revolu'ion? To make a de- 
cent case of justification for revolution, 
every tribunal of moral law or enlightened 
opiuion would hold that, as a preliminary fact, 
that consent should bo asked aud refused ; and, 
moreover that the insurgent party should be 
able to show such a violation of compact by 
the offending Government as to produce intol- 
erable oppression for which no remedy was to 
be found but that of separation. 

Now, nothing is more clear than that nei- 
ther of these conditions existed. There was no 
consent sought for or expected, but, on the 
contrary, a haste in rushing into rebellion 
which one might almost believe was intended 
to prevent the risk of either consent or concil- 
iation. The conductors of the movement 
seemed to think, in the words of Sir Lucius 
O'Trigger, “the quarrel is a very pretty quar- 
rel as it stands — we should only spoil it by try- 
ing to explain it.” There was no intolerable 
oppression, or indeed oppression of any kind. 
The utmost point to which any mover of the 
sedition went, was to affirm that it was feared 
there might be some oppression hereafter — 
though that was uotvery intelligibly made out 
in the result of the Presidential election, whicb 
proved the successful party to be in a minority 
of the whole vote of the country. We had heard, 
it is true, a great deal about the iniquity of im- 
port duties andprotection of domestic industry ; 
but these were only the common resources of 
all Governments, and indeed when it concerned 
Southern interests, where the special re- 
quisitions of Southern policy, whicb always 
insisted on the protection of sugar aud cotton, 
and in past times demanded the. highest duties 
on manufactures, as exemplified in the recom- 
mendation of the minimum principle which 
was introduced into the tariff of 1816 bv Mr. 
Calhoun, with the express view of encoura- 
ging the manufacture of American cotton in 
order to exclude India fabrics from our mar- 
ket. W e had heard a complaint that the bounty 
of the Government had fallen in stinted meas- 
ure upon the South in the expenditures of the 
revenue; but the fact was that the public 
treasure was applied iu that section to tbo es- 
tablishment of forts, arsenals, navy yards, 
hospitals, enstom-bouses, mints, and other 
public structures, quite as liberally as they 
were needed, and certainly without auy idea 
of unjust discrimination ; whils*, in addition 
to these expenditures, enormous amounts, far 
greater than were appropriated to any other 
section, were expended in the purchase and 
defence of Southern territory. 

It might be pertinently. asked here, in refer- 
ence to these complaints, did the South, by as- 
serting its independence, expect to escape the 
necessity of raising revenue without a resort 
to imposts? Did it enter into their plan to 
abandon the protection of sugar, the manufac- 
ture of iron, of copper, of cotton, wool, 
leather, glass, or the many other commodities 
to which Virginia, Tennessee, Georgia, and 
other parts of the South are now devoting 
capital, with anticipation ot future enlarge- 
ment? Would they be willing to hazard the 
experiment of refusing the demands of those 
States on this subject — with that swift remedy 
of secession acknowledged as a power in their 
organization? 

I need say nothing here of the preservation 
of slave institutions as a motive to indepen- 
dence: 1 have already commented on that 
point; but I may add a few words on the ex- 
tension of slavery into the Territories, which 
lias latterly been presented as a question of 
injustice done to the South. In regard to that, 

I have to remark that the recent demand was 
for the right to plant slavery north of the lati- 
tude of 36° 30' ' — the South had already secured 
the privilege south of that line, where every 
foot of territory was by law open to the ad- 
mission of slavery. 

It is a very notable fact that, from the be- 
ginning of the Government, Southern states- 
men have refused to allow slavery to go north 
of that line in the Territories. The North- 
western territory, embracing all the States 
north of the line, was made inviolably free 
soil by the demand of Virginia and the sup- 
port of Southern votes. The Missouri com- 
promise was also a Southern measure, and its 
passage was hailed as the triumph of the South 
over the North. But was there really any 
wish to plant slavery north of that line? Is 
there a man of the South who would have 
engaged in such an adventure, if the prohibi- 
tion of the Missouri compromise had never 
been made? What inducement can be im- 
agined which would persuade a Sourtbern 
planter to abandon his productive sugar or 
cottou field aDd to transport his slaves into 
the rigorous climate aud to the uugenial cul- 
tivation of that graiu-produciug region, which 
is thronged with free emigrants, under Whose 
competition slave labor falls to a mere cipher ? 

And, after all, I close this questioning with 
one more interrogatory : Would independence 
help this privilege, supposing it were of any 
value; would the territories be open to slave 
settlement after the South had renounced the 
Union, aud its projected revolution — if that 
were a destined event — had become a success? 

Pursue this inquiry through all the details 
it may suggest, and when j'ou have exhausted 
your catechism you will find that the whole 
of these supposed motives for independence 
are utterly baseless; that they are simply pre- 
texts and nothing more, employed as lures to 
entrap the ignorant or as topics to feed the se- 
dition of men who welcome anything that 
may seem like argument to sustain a loregone 
purpose of revolt. 

The pursuit of independence by these Con- 
federated States has a very different aim from 
the redress of such shallow griefs as these. 

Whoever shall be able hereafter to reveal 
the secret history of these various conclaves 
which have held counsel on the repeated at- 
tempts to invade and conquer — or, as the 
phrass was, liberate Cuba; whoever shall un- 
told the schemes of seizing Nicaragua, ot aid- 
ing revolution in Mexico, of possessing Sono- 
ra, will make some pretty sure advances in 
disclosing the true pathway to the source of 
this rebellion. The organization of the 
Knights of the Golden Circle, and their spread 
over the country ; their meetings and transac- 
tions; who managed them and set them ou to 
do their appointed work; whoever shall pen- 
etrate into the midnight which veiled this 
order from view, will also open an authentic 
chapter in the history of this outbreak. 

Tnere was a great scheme of dominion in 
this plot. The fancy of certain Southern pol- 
iticians was dazed with a vision of empire. 
Years have been rolling on whilst this brilliant 
scheme was maturing in their private councils 
and at intervals startling the nation by some 
unexpected eruption. The design, which lay 
too deep in darkness to be penetrated by the 
uninitiated, occasionally rose to the surface in 
some bold and rash adventure, which either 
the vigilance of Government or the imperfect 
means of success which the necessily of con- 
cealment imposed upon it reudered abonlive. 
The Cuban expeditions miscarried; the Sonora 
failed; the Nicaragua forays were defeated — 
all these chiefly by the careful watch of the 
Government. Large sums of money were 
squandered in these fruitless adventures, and 
many lives were lost. Worse than these mis- 
haps, eager hopes were disappointed and long- 
indulged dreams dissipated. It wasfouniltbat 
the U niou was in the way; that the Federal 
Government was the impediment, and that, as 
long as the South was bound to obey that 
Government, frustration of these cherished 
schemes was always sure to attend them. This 
experience bred the hostility of thwarted am- 
bition against the Union, and turned the 
thoughts of these agents of mischief towards 
its destruction. 

Then came the next -movement. There is, 
I think, a better foundation than mere rumor 
for saying that overtures were made, beloro 
the rebellion broke out, to the Emperor of the 
French for support and patronage in the 
scheme; that a very alluring picture was pre- 
sented to him ofa great Soutnern Confederacy, 
to embrace the land of cotton, of sugar, of 
coffee, of the most precious tobaccos, and of 
the choicest fruits, ol the most valuable tim- 
ber, aud the richest mines — comprehending 
the Gulf States, Cuba, St. Domingo, and other 
islands, Mexico, Central America, and per- 
haps reaching even beyond into the borders 
ot South America — a great tropica! aud semi- 
tropical paradise of uobounded affluence of 
product, secured by an impregnable monopoly 
created by nature. This large domain was to 
be organized Into one Confederate Govern- 
ment, and provided with the cheapest and 
most docile aud submissive of all labor; its 
land3 were to be parcelled into principalities, 
and landlords were to revel in the riches of 
Aladdin’s lamp. This was the graud idea 
which the Emperor was solicited to patronise 
with his protection, for whicb he was to be 
repaid in treaty arrangements by whichFranco 
should enjoy a free trade in the products of 
French industry, and precedence in gathering 
the first fruits of all this wealth of culture. 
Certainly a very dazzling lure this to the good 
will of the Emperor! 

It is said the Emperor was quite captivated 
with tho first view of this brilliant project, 
but on riper deliberation was brought to a 
pause. The scheme, he discovered, stood on 
one leg; the whole structure rested on slavery, 
which was much too rickety a support to win 
lavor iu this nineteenth century with the 
shrewdest of European statesmen. The plot 
was “too light for the counterpoise of so great 
an opposition.” Toe structure might last a 
few years, but very soou it would tumble 
down and come to nought. And so, it is 
whispered, the Emperor declined the venture. 
This is a bit of secret history which time may 
or may not verify. From some inklings of 
that day which escaped into OP-nair, 1 believe 
It true. We heard various Coastings in the 
summer of I860 of French support to the 
threatened separation, and there were agents 
In Europe negotiating for it. During all that 
preliminary period, there wns a great deal 
said in the South about reviving the slave 
trade. When the Emperor refused this was sud- 
denly dropped, and England was then looked to 
as the ally in the coming revolt. Abolition Eng- 
land was to be won by another strategy. The 
Montgomery Convention inserted a clause in 
the Confederate Constitution forbidding the 


slave trade,and, oddly enough fora government 
founded on the central idea of slavery, the com- 
missioners who represented it in England were- 
autborized to assure the British Minister that 
it was really the old Government which was 
fighting to perpetuate Blavery, whilst the new 
one was only seeking free trade; thereby gen- 
tly insinuating a disinterested indifference on 
the slave question which might ultimately 
come into lull accord with Eugland on that 
subject. These revelations stand in strange 
contrast with the popular theme that has 
rushed so many into rebellion. As the matter 
now rests the rebel Government has quite 
platform enough to be as pro-slavery or as an- 
ti-slavery as its European negotiations may 
require ; and if these should utterly fail, there 
is nothing iu the constitutional provision to 
interrupt the African slave trade a single day. 
For what is that provision worth in a region 
where neither courts nor juries would execute 
the law? 

Whilst this grand idea of tropical extension 
was seethiug in the brain of the leaders, and 
their hopes of fruition were vivid, the plan 
was to confine the revolt to the Cotton States, 
or, at least, to give the Border States avery in- 
ferior role iu the programme. They might 
come in when all was adjusted, but were to 
have no share in the primary organization. 
Every one remembers how these Border States 
were flouted iu the beginning, and told they 
w ere not fit to be consulted, and that the only ( 
advantage they could bring to the Southern I 
Confederary was that of serving as a frontier 
to prevent the escape of slaves. But when 
the original plan was found to be a failure the 
views ot the managers were changed; the 
Border States became indispensable to any 
hope of success, and the most active agencies 
of persuasion, force, and fraud were set in 
motion to bring them in. How mournfully 
did it strike upon the heart of the nation when 
Virginia, in the lead of this career of submis- 
sion, sank to the humiliation of pocketing the 
affront that had been pul upon her, and con- 
sented to accept a position which nothing but 
the weakness of her new comrades induced 
them to allow her! 

Since the hope of this broader dominion has 
come to an end, the rebellion is still persistent- i 
ly pursued for the accomplishment ol its sec- 
ondary objects. There is still doubtless some 
residuary expectation tb it, even without for- 
eign patronage, iu the event of success, this 
desire of extension of territory may in time be 
gratified; but it is uo longer the chief object 
of pursuit. The pride of the South, its resent- 
ment, its rage are all now enlisted in pushing 
forward to whatever consummation they may 
imagine to be attainable. They now insist on 
independence from the very hatred their dis- 
appointments have engendered. But they 
seek it, too, as the only method left for the 
maintenance of that class domination which 
they have ever enjoyed, and which they are 
now unwilling to surrender.

"Billy” Wilson and Some or nis Zouaves 
in Trouble. — The New Orleans correspondent 
of the New York Post, writing on the 10th 
ult., furnishes the following: 

From a gentleman who has just arrived here 
from Donaldsouville, 1 learn that Col. William 
Wilson and several of the line officers of tho 
6th New York are under arrest at Baton 
Rouge, and that twenty-four privates are in 
prison at Donaldsonville, two of whom have 
been sentenced to beBhot. The origin of the 
difficulty seems to have been the well-filled 
whiskey canteens of the men. The liquor was 
obtained at Baton Rouge on the '25th ult., 
while embarking for Donaldsonville on the 
stenmer Morning Light. The bar on board 
the steamer was broken open by the soldiers, 
who attempted, iu a tit of drunkenness, to 
throw Gen. Dwight overboard. Gol. Wilson 
made every attempt in his power to quell 
the outbreak, but was unsuccessful. The ar- 
rests of officers were made under the charge of 
inefficiency and insubordination. The sum of 
$100 is to be deducted from the pay of the pri- 
vates of the regiment for damages done to the 
steamer.

No letter 6ent to 
any other address wilfrbe forwardod. 

All letters sent to Fortress Monroe without 
a strict compliance with these rules, except for 
prisoners of war, will be transmitted to the 
Dead Letter Office.

Great Fire — The Heart of Veneer City in 
Ashes . — The Denver News published the fol- 
lowing on the 19th of April; 

A fire broke out thi3 morning at fifteen 
minutes past oue o'clock, in or near the rear 
of the Cherokee House. In a few minutes 
all the wooden sheds in that vicinity were in 
flames. 

Part of four blocks — in all about two full 
blocks— were destroyed, with the exception of 
two or three fire-proof buildings. Some that 
were supposed to be fire-proof were completely 
gutted. At present it is impossible to give a 
detail of the losses, but the aggregate is im- 
mense. Nearly half the goods in the city 
were stored in the burned district — particular- 
ly flour, bacon, sugar, &c. Every hardware 
and stove store in town is destroyed.
